NEWARK, N. J., 
March 4, 1920. 


A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date in 
the Council Chamber, City Hall, New- 
ark, at 11 o’clock a. m. 


Present: Commissioners Archibald, 
Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, Mayor 
Gillen. 


The minutes of the meeting of Feb- 
Tuary 26th, 1920, were read and ap- 
proved, 


Mr. Franklin L. Lewi, of 182 Broad 
street, owner of property near the 
junction of Bloomfield and Belleville 
avenues, protested against the opening 
of Crittenden street on the ground that 
the proposed improvement would be a 
detriment to the property owners in 
that neighborhood. 


Mr. Henry Hebeler presented the 
following petition, which was read by 
the clerk: 


To the Board of Commissioners, 


Newark, N. J. 


We, the undersigned residents of the 
Clinton Hill section, do hereby peti- 


tion the above named authorities 
against the granting of a permit for a 
chicken slaughter house at Peshine 
avenue, Avon avenue, city. 


The establishment of a chicken 
slaughter house will be considered a 
great menace to the health, life and a 
detriment to the good record of the 
neighborhood. This section has no 
need for a chicken slaughter house. 


lst. Because of the number of 
local butchers who very ably cater to 
all needs of the community of all 
creeds. 


2nd. Because of the great density 
of population and grave dangers at- 
tached thereto. 

3rd. Because of the depreciation 
and lost valuation of property. 


4th. Because said chicken slaugh- 
ter house is to be established for pure- 
jy mercenary reasons, without regard 
to the wishes of the community. 


5th. Because same is contrary to 
the good government and policy of our 
local government, whose principles 
and aims have always been a demo- 
cratic institution based on the wishes 
of the many versus the wishes of the 
few. 


(Signed by forty-one objectors) ` . 


Ordered referred to the Director 
of Public Affairs. 


Dr. Wiliam Buermann and Chris- 


tian Dangler also protested against the. 


erection of a chicken slaughter house 
at Avon and Peshine avenues on the 
ground that it would deteriorate the 
neighborhood and depreciate the 
value of property. 


The following petition was received 
and read: : 


To the Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark: 

We, the undersigned, being the own- 
ers of lands that are or may be af- 
fected by the repaving of Washington 
street, from Central avenue to Will- 
iam street, hereby object to the afore- 
said repaving in its entirety, as the 
proposed plan is set forth in the reso- 
lution adopted by the Board, dated 


February 11, 1920, which was pub-. 


lished on February 13, 1920. 


Briefly stated, our reasons for oppos- 


ing the proposed plan are the follow-* 


ing: . 


1. There is no necessity for the 
performance of the proposed work. 
That portion of Washington street in- 
volved in the proposed plan is very 
well paved at the present time. The 
Belgian block with which the street is 
paved is very substantial and durable 
and adequately suited for the purposes 
of heavy traffic. To substitute for it 
an asphalt pavement, as proposed, 
would be to substitute a form of pave 
ment that cannot and will not bear 
up, not only under the heavy traffic 
that may be diverted from Broad 


street and other highways, but even . 
under the present traffic using Wash- 
ington street. It is very reasonable to 
assert that the new pavement would 


- wear out and require repair or sub- 


stitution long before the present Bel- 
gian pavement would require any sub- 
stantial replacement. 


2. Uniess imperative, the work 
ought not to be done at the present 
time. That such work is not impera- 
tive follows if it is conceded or estab- 
lished that the present pavement is 
adequate for present purposes, Labor 
and materials are at the present time 
abnormally high and aiso in a great 
measure scarce. Conservative - busi- 
ness men are postponing the erection 
of structures or the making of sub- 
stantial repairs or improvements until 
such time as the market for labor and 
materials regains its normal poise. A 
decided reduction in the cost of the 
proposed materials can reasonably be 
expected in the near, though not im- 
mediate, future, and we believe it to 
be good policy on the part of the mu- 
nicipal atthorities to postpone the 
making of ny extensive improvement, 
to the end that those chargeable with 
the expense thereof gain the advan- 
tage of any drop in the market. 

3. It is respectfully insisted that 
the cost of the proposed improve- 
ment, if made, should be borne by the 
city at large and not by the owners of 
property abutting the improved high- 
way. The reason for this is that such 
improvement, conceding it to be an 
improvement, would be only to the ad- 
vantage of the city at large and not 
to the particular benefit or interests 
of the property owners on Washington 
street. The proposed pavement is de- 
signed to meet the present problem of 
traffic congestion on Broad street, 
which is the main artery.of the city, 
by diverting therefrom all heavy traf- 
fic. It is reasonable to assume that if 


that is the purpose of the City Com- 
missioners in proposing the repave- 
ment of Washington street, such pur- 
-pose will be justified by the results 
and that all heavy traffic will, in fact, 
be diverted from Broad street and will 
gravitate towards and be propelled 
upon the part of Washington street 
in question. The effect of that result 
need not be dilated upon. Residential 
values can under no conceivable 
theory be thereby enhanced, but will 
most surely greatly drop. We have 
but to point to any one of the thor- 
oughfares in the city used largely by 
heavy traffic to indicate that where 
such traffic abounds residences are 
few and highly undesirable. For busi- 
ness purposes, certainly the proposed 
improvement will be no improvement. 
Most of the stores on Washington 
street, within the affected area, cater 
to the retail trade. Numerous pur- 
chases are made by customers alight- 
ing from pleasure vehicles. The di- 
version of heavy traffic to Washington 
street will result in a corresponding 
diversion of pleasure vehicles from 
Washington street. That has been the 
experience on Mechanic street and 
other like highways. That will mean 
a considerable loss of present normal 
business enjoyed on Washington 
street. Certainly, also, it cannot rea- 
sonably be contended that any of the 
retail stores or establishments on 
Washington street will profit in their 
‘trade from the heavy traffic: The 
heavy trucks are driven generally by 
employees for mercantile or industrial 
concerns and have generally but one 
destination, the place of loading or un- 
loading. They do not stop for the 
purpose of trading and we do not be- 
lieve that the normal order of things 
will change in the instance of Wash- 
ington street, and that benefit and 
advantage will result, whereby all rea- 
sonable indications the diversion of 


heavy traffic to Washington street will 
mean the diversion of business from it. 


It being apparent that the proposed 
improvement will bring no advantage 
to the abutting owners, it necessarily, 
follows that the cost thereof should be® 
borne by those who will be benefited 
thereby. The diversion of heavy traf- 
fic from Broad street is a benefit to all 
the citizens and all the business men 
in Newark, a benefit that would be feit 
in every section and by every inhabi-| 
tant of the whole city. That being so, 
the entire cost should be borne by the 
city, and not wholly or largely by any 
particular locality or class of property 
owners.

Mrs. Walsh, of 153 Washington 
street, protested against the repaving 
of Washington street at the present 
time. 


Mr. Walter $S. Nichols protested 
against the repaving of Washington 
street on the ground that the proposed 
improvement would not benefit the 
property owners in this neighborhood. 


Mr. Heller, representing the Salvage 
Corps, requested the Commission to 
repave Washington street with wood 
block pavement in the event it is de- 
cided to repave this street. 


Mr. Matthew O’Brien requested the 
Commission to have Washington 
street repaved with wood block pave- 
ment. 


Mr. Frank Liveright, representing 


L Bamberger & Company, requested 
the Commission to have Washington 
street repaved with wood block pave- 
ment. 


Mr. William Meeker requested that 
the repaving of Washington street be 
laid over for another year on the 
ground that there is no necessity for 
this improvement, since Plane street 
can be used for diverting the heavy 
traffic from Broad street. 


Mr, William L. MacHart, represent- 
ing the New York Telephone Com- 
pany, stated he is not opposed to the 
repaving of Washington street provid- 
ing the street is repaved with wood 
block pavement. If the heavy traffic 
is to be diverted from Broad street to 
Washington street we would request 
that wood block pavement be laid in- 
stead of the granite block. Our com- 
mercial office is on the first floor, wtih 
the Market exchange on the second 
floor. We have the Mulberry ex- 
change on the fourth floor and it is 
contemplated placing an additional 
‘exchange on the fifth floor, so that 
the placing of wood block pavement 
would be preferable to the telephone 
company and better for our business 
and the service to be rendered.

Regarding the proposed repairing 
of Washington Street with the ob- 
ject in diverting traffic from Broad 
Street to Washington Street, will say 
I feel this would be an improvement 
to traffic conditions and a help to the 
entire city. Therefore I see no rea- 
son why the cost of same should not 


be assessed throughout the city, and 
not by the property owners of said 
street. Personally, I have a long 
lease on my property at a rental that 
does not pay to maintain said prop- 
erty ‘at the present rate of taxation, 


and with the cost of this improve- - 


ment it would ‘mean a loss to me, as 
there is no way I can ‘break the lease 
to profiteer as some of our property 
owners are doing. In justice to one 
of Newark’s oldest families, I again 
say, I favor the taxation to the entire 
city, if this change of traffic is car- 
ried out. 


Sorry I am unable to attend meet- 
ing personally, so write this letter to 
voice my objections and would like 
you to have this letter read at the 
meeting.

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Commissioner Raymond Mr Sher- 
rerd, citizens, members of the Com- 
merce Navigation Commission and 
myself have talked over the matter 
of legislation concerning the dock de- 
velopment with a view to putting the 
city in a position where we can go 
ahead with this matter, and where its 
ability to go ahead will have to be 
conditioned upon the willingness of 
other municipalities and the willing- 
ness of the United States Govern- 
ment to co-operate with us. We do 
not think it would be wise to hold 
general conferences with other muni- 
cipalities because the City of Newark 
is in a peculiar position, having ex- 
pended $3,000,000, and having rights 
there which must be protected. I 
feel that a scheme can be developed 
whereby a channel can be excavated 
along the Essex County side of the 
Bay, and that the work can be done 
for a sum of money within the lim- 
its of the ability of Newark to meet 
it. I feel that under this scheme we 
will have the co-operation of the 
other municipalities we will have the 
co-operation of the State Commerce 
Navigation Commission. I believe 
the first legislation that should be 
had is legislation authorizing the city 
of Newark to go ahead and make this 
improvement, and particularly legis- 
lation empowering us to assess bene- 
fits on the property which may be 
filled as a result of the dredging. I 
am therefore introducing this reso- 
lution in order to crystallize the sen- 
timent of the City Commission and 
in order to go before the Legisla- 
ture with the authority of the City 
Commission when asking for such 
legislation. 


Mayor Gillen: I want to vote 
against this because I have had this 
idea in my head for a long time. At 
the time that this was first proposed 


in the old Board of Works I opposed 
it and voted against it. You will 
never get anywhere if you try to 
earry the improvement through alone. 
If you try to make this piece-meal 
improvement it will be necessary to 
go back again to the question of de- 
veloping the whole of the bay and 
the channels leading to it. With 
one municipality it would be a task 
too big, financially and otherwise. 
Any improvement Newark might 
make would be not only for Newark 
` but for the other municipalities. Why 
should Newark improve the bay and 
spend money for the others? All 
municipalities bordering on the bay 
should come in and bear a pro rata 
amount of the cost. Upon investi- 
gation I found that the last day for 


` introducing legislation was near and | 


that no bill had been introduced un- 
der the auspices of the Port Newark 
Bay Commission embracing the five 


municipalities bordering on the bay.’ 


I, therefore, had a bill prepared simi- 
lar to an old measure with some 
changes, This bill cah be changeu 
if it is so desired. It seems to me 
that the silt from the channels could 
be pumped up on the lowlands, thus 
improving them while the deepening 
of the channel proceeded. Then if 
each municipality wished to go fur- 
ther it could do so. 


Chief Engineer Sherrerd, who was 
ealled upon by Commissioner Ray- 
mond, stated he had been fearful for 
some time that the scheme of co- 
operation, at least so far as Bliza- 
beth was concerned, would be futile, 
as the Mayor of Elizabeth had been 
antagonistic to the development 
plans.

The chances 
are all in favor of material cost ana 
labor cost for the proposed improve- 
ment being much less next year than 
they are now.

I speak not only 


I speak as a representative 
of taxpayers, more particularly of 
property owners whose property 
would be directly assessed for the 
proposed improvement. If it were 
part of a general scheme of improv- 
ing the arteries of traffic in the 
center of the city, it would be a dif- 
ferent proposition and my voice 
would not be heard in opposition to 
it. It will afford no general relief. 
Park Place is not so congested as to 
call for immediate widening of it. If 
it is widened it will simply offer ad- 
ditional facilities for the parking of 
automobiles for an unlimited time. I 
feel the Board could very well defer 
action on this proposed improvement 
without any disadvantage accruing to 
the city, for another year or two.

Mr. George Seymour, 20 Clinton 
Street, Newark: I want to bring to 
the attention of the Commissioners, 
Assembly Bill No. 370. This bill has 
for its purpose the placing of jitneys 
under the Public Utility Commission. 
In the preamble of the bill it says 
that the idea of taking away from the 
various municipalities and placing 
them under the Public Utility Com- 


mission 1s for the purpose of provid- 

- ing for the regulation of jitney busses 
so that they -shall furnish safe, ade- 
quate and proper service. . 


I represent the Central Association 
of Jitney Men here in Newark, and 
they are opposed to the passage of 
this bill because they do not want to 
leave the control of the City of New- 
ark. In opposing this bill, I might 
say this: The City of Newark ig 
very fortunate in having a Traffic 
Supervisor who is one of the best, if 
not the best hereabouts. I do not see 
how it would be any benefit to the 
jitneys or from a transportation stand- 
point, to take them away from the 
City of Newark and place them under 
the Public Utility Commission. I 
would like to call the attention of 
the Commissioners to the fact that the 
jitney men have been increasing rev- 
enue to the City of Newark, and I 
take from your records in 1919 they 
turned in $74,635.98. I have no hesi- 
tation in saying if this bill were 
passed, it would mean the City of 
Newark would lose $75,000 annually. 
The worst feature of the bill is that 
it is an attempt to deny to cities and 
municipalities their right to govern 
their own affairs. We are a very 
essential part of your business. Last 
year we carried three million people, 
and came from a small beginning to 
a large dignified business, and we ask 
you as.the representatives of the City 
of Newark to oppose this bill and do 
all you can to prevent the jitney men 
from being ,taken from the control 
of the City of Newark and placed un- 
der the Public Utility Commission.

The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, do ordain: 


Section 1. No person, firm or cor- 
poration shall erect or cause to be 
erected any canopy or fixed awning, 
sign or object of any kind intended 
to extend over any sidewalk or street 
or portion thereof, without first hav- 
ing obtained from the Director of the 
Department of Streets and Public Im- 
provements a permit therefor. 


Section 2. Every application for a 
permit to erect or ‘cause to be erected 
any canopy or fixed awning, sign or 
object of any kind intended to ex- 
tend over any sidewalk or street or 
portion thereof, shall be made in writ- 


, ing to the Director of the Department 
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of Streets and Public Improvements 
and shall be accompanied by a cer- 
tificate from the Superintendent of 
Buildings of the City of Newark to 
the effect that plans and specifica- 
tions for such canopy or fixed awn- 
ing, sign or object have been filed in 
the office of said Superintendent of 
Buildings and that the same have 
been approved by him, and that in 
his opinion any such canopy or fixed 
awning, sign or object constructed, 
erected or maintained under said 
plans and specifications can be so 
constructed, erected or maintained 
with safety to the traveling public us- 
ing such sidewalks or streets over 
which such canopy or fixed awning, 
sign or object extend. 


Section 3. The Director of the De- 
partment of Streets and Public Im- 


provements is hereby authorized to 
issue, in his discretion, such permit, 
upon the payment to him of a fee of 
Ten Dollars ($10). 


Section 4. The owner, lessee, oc- 
cupant or agent of any building in 
front of which there is now con- 
structed, erected or maintained any 
canopy or fixed awning, sign or ob- 
ject of any kind which extends over 
any sidewalk or street or portion 
thereof, for which no permit has been 
granted, shall, within thirty days 
from the adoption of this ordinance, 
make application to the Director of 
the Department of Streets and Public 
Improvements for a permit, and shall 
accompany said application with a 
certificate, verified under oath, of a 
reputable contractor or engineer, to 
the effect that such canopy or fixed 
awning, sign or object is so con- 
structed, erected and maintained as 
to make it safe to the traveling pub- 
lic using such sidewalk or street 
or portion thereof over which such 
canopy or fixed awning, sign or ob- 
ject is constructed, erected or main- 
tained. 


Section 5. If within the time spe- 
cified in Section 4 of this ordinance a 
permit shall not be applied for by the 
owner, lessee, occupant or agent of any 
building in front of which there is 
now constructed, erected or main- 
tained any canopy or fixed awning; 
sign or object, the Director of the 
Department of Streets and Public Im- 
provements shall cause said canopy 
or fixed awning, sign or object to be 
removed. 


Section 6. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration convicted of violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall 
forfeit and pay a penalty of not ex- 
ceeding Twenty-five Dollars ($25) for 


each offense, and any canopy or fixed 


awning, sign or object constructed, 


erected or maintained over any side- 
walk or street or portion thereof of 
the City of Newark in violation of 
any of the provisions of this ordi- 


nance shall be removed by the 
Director of the Department of Streets 
and Public Improvements, at the ex- 
pense of the owner, lessee, occupant 
or agent of such building in front of 
which said canopy or fixed awning, 
sign or object of any kind is con- 
structed, erected or maintained.

She 
walked as far as the engine house, 


corner of 18th Street and South Or- 
ange Avenue, where she dropped in 
the street. The firemen summoned 
the ambulance and had her sent to 
the Beth Israel Hospital, where she 
remained for 5 weeks. The landlord, 
E. Slomanski, the owner of the prop- 
erty, paid Berlowitz $25 for to move 
Mrs. Surrafsky’s goods to storage. He 
pocketed this money also, paid noth- 
ing to the storage house for the mov- 
ing, or storage of the furniture and 
Mrs. Surrafsky paid for it herself. 
Mrs, Surrafsky now lives at 786 
Springfield Avenue. 


Mayor Gillen: There have been 
frequent complaints made against this 
man to Mr. Morgan in charge of the 
Rent Profiteering Department, that he 
rushes up to a place and throws these 
people out without ceremony and 
then gets someone to move the furni- 
ture into storage and in many in- 
stances he has received money from 
the landlord to pay for the removal 
of the furniture and probably for a 
month’s storage. This complaint is 
made by the owner of the West Side 
Storage Warehouse with offices at 100 
Bank Street. He collects money, ac- 
cording to these complaints, and I

think this Commission which pays 
him a salary should take some action. 


Commissioner Raymond moved that 
the matter be referred to the Judge 
of the Court for investigation and 
such action as he may deem neces- 
sary.
